While many dream of reaching the 
top of their profession and achieving 
greatness, few actually get to do it. 

Former Cal State Long Beach pro- 
fessor Maridith Janssen was recently 
recognized at the 2014 California 
Parks and Recreation Society Confer- 
ence in Ontario, Calif., with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award for her work in the 
field of recreation therapy. 

“T was quite surprised and honored,” 
she said. “As I walked to the stage, all

The 35th annual Nobel Laureate 
Lecture, which was presented by the 
College of Natural Sciences and Math- 
ematics Student Council, saw about 
40 attendees with the majority being 
faculty. 

“I have put together a key message 
for young people, although there are 
not so many young people here today,” 
said Negishi, who received the Nobel 
Prize in Chemistry with two other 
scientists in 2010. “I was expecting a 
younger crowd.” 

The Purdue University professor 
offered advice to students in the audi- 
ence that he referred to as the “ABC’s 
to success.” 

““A’ is for being ambitious when 
dealing with research, always keep 
going,” Negishi said. ““B’ is for tak- 
ing care of the basics when converting 
your dreams into reality, and ‘C’ is for 
catalysis. No matter what you want to 
acquire in this world, you have to do 
things in a catalysis way, or things 


awarded the No- 
bel Prize for “Palladium-catalyzed 
cross couplings in organic synthesis,” 
or the “Negishi Coupling.” 

The coupling involves adding a cata- 
lyst from the d-block transition metal 
area of the periodic table of elements 
to a compound in order to simplify its 
organic synthesis. 

“In 1960, at the tender age of 25, I 
started to do research, but I was mis- 
erable, so I was a very poor experi- 
menter,’ Negishi said. “Later, I be- 
came better and that was when I asked 
myself, “Why is organic synthesis so 
complex?’” 

In his early studies, Negishi found 
that forming compounds was an ex- 
tremely complex process. To make the 
process simpler, Negishi began experi- 
menting with d-block metals and even- 
tually found an element that worked. 

“T thought, ‘Wouldn’t it be nice if we 
could make all sorts. of organic com- 
pounds just like a Lego game?’ That’s 
what we can do today with the Negishi 
coupling,” he said.

Although the Lifetime Achievement 
Award is significant, it is not the first 
time that Janssen has been honored for 
her work. 

Janssen is a two-time Outstanding 
Recreation Therapy Educator Award 
winner and she also received a Presi- 
dent’s Citation from the National Ther- 
apeutic Recreation Society in 2003. 

While she was growing up, Janssen’s

paternal grandmother had multiple 
sclerosis, an inflammatory disease that 
damages the insulating covers of nerve 
cells in the brain and spinal cord. She 
said this is what initially drew her to a 
career in recreational therapy. 

“T remember going to visit her in a 
nursing home,” she said. “I would push 
her around in her wheelchair and play 
games and cards with her and some of 
the other residents.” 

While attending college, Janssen 


discovered that she could help people 
like her grandmother. 

“T was hooked,” she said. “What an 
awesome career to be able to work with 
individuals with disabilities and teach 
them how to be independent in their 
communities through recreation and 
leisure based activities.” 

Janssen’s work is not limited to 
teaching. She is currently working in

“I love to sail, camp and 
travel internationally, among other things.” 

Janssen has been happily married for 
28 years, and she has a dog named Wal- 
ter and a cat named Two-Stripes. 

Although she has already accom- 
plished so much in her career, Janssen 
has no plans to slow down anytime soon. 

“T love what I am doing, and in two 
more years, I will be back in the class- 
room teaching,” she said. “When I de- 
cide to stop teaching, I will sail around 
the world with my husband in a 45-foot 
sailboat.” 
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CSUF to raise student 
fees by $60 per semester 


The fee increase 
follows similar 
increases at several 
other CSU campuses.

Student Success Fees in the Cal State 
University system continue to rise after 
CSU Chancellor Timothy P. White ap- 
proved a fee increase of $60 per student per 
semester at Cal State Fullerton last month. 

The fee, which will be implemented 
in the fall, is also set to increase over 
the next few years. By Fall 2016, the fee 
will be at $181 per semester, said Ro- 
hullah Latif, CSUF Associated Students 
Inc. president and a senior mechanical 
engineering major. 

Many CSU campuses have imple- 
mented their own Student Success Fees, 
including Cal State Long Beach, East 
Bay, Los Angeles, Northridge, Pomona 
and San Luis Obispo. 

Latif said the CSUF fee will be used 
to extend library hours, fix classrooms, 
fund student athletics and help improve 
the technology on campus. 

“Tuition gets articulated into many 
things,” said Latif, who was on the com- 
mittee that voted on the fee increase. 
“This is just targeted specifically where 
the students need it most.” 

Before being approved by White, the 


Student Success Fee Committee ap- 
proved the increase by a vote of 10 to 3. 
Seven members of the committee were 
CSUF students. 

Originally, the fee was proposed to 
raise incrementally to $381 per semes- 
ter by 2016; however, the committee 
voted that it needed to be cut down to 
$181, Latif said. 

CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said that Student Success Fees are used 
by the university to help students com- 
plete their degrees and student success 
in classrooms. 

“These Student Success Fees are uni-

versity-specific that are additional rey- 
enue that can go to improve student suc- 
cess,” Uhlenkamp said. “The fees vary 
from campus to campus and focus on 
what that campus particularly needs.” 

Janice Garcia, a CSUF junior com- 
munications major, does not agree with 
the fee increase.

The key to simplifying the synthe- 
sis of compounds is adding a catalyst, 
in this case, palladium, Negishi said. 

“D-block transitive metals are a 
great source of catalysts and a great- 
er use of them will be a tremendous 
contribution to society,” Negishi said. 
“Let’s appreciate the value of the d- 
block metals.” 

Negishi said that all answers in 
chemistry must be found on the peri- 
odic table. If one can’t solve a prob- 
lem, other combinations must be 
sought from the same chart. 

During his lecture, Negishi ex- 
tended acknowledgment to the late 
Russian chemist Dmitri Mendeleev 


for his contributions to the chemistry 
field. 

“Mendeleev is one of my greatest 
heroes,” Negishi said. “Before, there 
was no Nobel Prize, but Mendeleev 
should have gotten 11 of them.” 

Senior biology major Rudy Ville- 
gas said the lecture changed his per- 
spective on chemistry as a whole. 

“I see chemistry in a whole new 
way, the presentation gave it a pur- 
pose,” Villegas said. 

Junior biochemistry major Lisa 
Pham said the lecture was both enter- 
taining and informative. 

“He was pretty funny, and it was in- 
teresting to see his perspective on the 
elements he spoke about,” Pham said. 
“T feel encouraged to keep trying after 
I fail to find a solution to problems in 
the future.”

UCSB TRIGGER POLICY Is A SHOT IN THE DARK 


here are a lot of things about working toward a 

college degree that might not be enjoyable, but 

should students be allowed to opt out of a piece 

of their coursework simply because they aren’t 
comfortable with the material? 

We say no. However, the Academic Senate at Univer- 
sity of California, Santa Barbara is pushing for a “trigger 
policy” that would grant students permission to be absent 
for class on days when intended course work includes top- 
ics and/or items that make them uncomfortable. 

For instance, if a syllabus for a history course has one 
specific day designated as the day for the class to watch a 
film on the Holocaust, students may inform their teachers 
that they are not comfortable with viewing that film and 
their absence will be excused. 

On the surface, we feel that the students interested in this 
kind of a policy need to toughen up. Part of the reason a 
university degree is so valuable is because students are de= 
liberately exposed to a variety of experiences, which often 
include the study of sensitive topics. 

An art student, for example, must study the full range of 
human experience in order to accurately portray his or her 
subjects; a literature student must read a variety of work, 
including pieces that are difficult to endure, in order to 
develop an eye for quality. 

If students can pick and choose the topics they want to 
deal with, their education is more of an independent studies 
degree rather than a traditional, higher quality degree. 

The UCSB Academic Senate agreed to support the 
proposed policy and are waiting for faculty to jump on 
board. We recognize that the policy is not intended to give 
students an excuse to ditch class, but we also feel that the 
policy could be abused by a majority of the students who 
partake in it. 

We were glad to hear from the UCSB Academic Senate 
that the policy will include measures that require students 
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to make up for missed classes on their own time in a “safer 
environment.” This leads us to believe that the policy may 
be a little more stringent than what is being propagated by 
opponents. 

According to the UCSB Academic Senate, a lot of the 
media coverage about the policy has been inaccurate and 
misinformed. For instance, an opinion article from LA 
Times said the policy is the “glorification of victimhood” 
and blamed millennials for the surge of hypersensitivity. 

The “trigger policy” may have stemmed from the violent 
scuffle that occurred between a UCSB liberal studies 
professor, Mireille Miller-Young, and a 16-year-old abor- 
tion protester in March. The anti-abortion protesters stood 
on UCSB campus with graphic posters depicting images of 
human remains. Miller-Young said she was “triggered” to 
scratch the protester, Trinh Short. 

So, anti-abortion extremists are stomping on campus 
grounds. What else is new? Here at CSULB, we witnessed 
a similar situation in March, though no one on our cam- 
pus resorted to violence. We didn’t use the offenses of the 
protest as an excuse for opting out of class time, either. The 
only thing we were triggered to do was roll our eyes. 

That in mind, we are leaning toward the idea that 
students will likely be compromising the quality of their 
education if they have the freedom to choose the manner in 
which they learn about various topics. 

The policy probably has commendable intentions, but we 
are highly critical of the results that it will likely produce. 
We encourage students to choose courses that are more 
suited to their personal needs, rather than having an option 
to take only some parts of a course. 

Further, if'a student feels that their classes expose them 
to environments that are so uncomfortable that they need 
to leave the room, perhaps they are in the wrong major 
altogether. Intentions aside, we think this “trigger policy” 
might be jumping the gun.

It couldn’t come fast enough. Af- 
ter 25 years, Nirvana has finally been 
inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame, appropriately landing five 
days after the 20th anniversary of 
lead singer Kurt Cobain’s death.

The 
ceremony will be held at the Bar- 
clays Center in Brooklyn, New York 
on Thursday. 

Though it may seem like a long- 
overdue honor, it will actually be 
Nirvana’s first year of eligibility, as 
musicians and musician groups be- 
come eligible 25 years after the re- 
lease of their first record, according 
to the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
and Museum website. 


After their first single, “Love 
Buzz,” released in 1988, Nirvana 
achieved massive success. The in- 
duction should come as no. surprise 
to any who have listened to their mu- 
sic over the years. 

“Smells Like Teen Spirit” was re- 
leased in 1991, kick-starting a revo- 
lution of punk rock and grunge, en- 
graving their name into rock music. 

During the height of their success 
in 1992, Rolling Stone writer Mi- 
chael Azerrad dubbed Nirvana the 
“Flagship Band” of Generation X. 

Lead singer and guitarist Kurt Co- 
bain and bassist Krist Novoselic met 
in high school, but it wasn’t until three 


years later that the two decided to form © 


a band. 

After a series of six drummers, 
all of who faded away, the duo audi- 
tioned Dave Grohl and knew instant- 
ly he was the one. What followed was 
their signing to a major record label, 
DGC Records, in 1990. 

The next four years were a-golden 


age both for the band and grunge mu- 


sic in general. It had been Nirvana’s 
mainstream success that rocketed 
grunge into a commercially success- 
ful genre of music. 

Unfortunately, their success was 
cut short by Cobain’s tragic death 
in April 1994. In the last years of 
his life, Cobain struggled with her- 
oin addiction, illness and depression. 
The 27-year-old was found dead in 
his home with a shotgun blast to his 
head, one week after he checked out 
of a rehabilitation center in Marina 
Del Rey. 

His death sparked public fascina- 
tion and debate, although conclusive 


- proof of suicide was found in his ev- 


er-present drug addiction, depression 
and suicide note. 

Though Nirvana has long been 
disbanded, it certainly hasn’t been 
forgotten. Grohl and Novoselic have 
been. active in music since then, 
forming other bands and achieving 
success elsewhere, but Nirvana has 
always been the foundation for their 
success.

An exhibit on display at the Den- 
nis W. Dutzi Gallery encourages art 
enthusiasts to see beauty in the mun- 
dane. 

Senior metals major Riley Hansler 
challenges visitors to rethink the 
common perceptions of beauty in his 
BFA metal exhibition, titled “Gold 
Standard.” 

“People are told through media and 
culture what is valuable and need to 
take a step back and evaluate what is 
valuable to them [personally],” Hansler 
said. 

This idea is prevalent in his untitled 
hand sculpture that is decorated with 


copper wire, string, aluminum rings 
and penny pendants. The hand also 
holds a halved geode, rough and dim 
on the outside, yet shimmering on the 
inside. 

“No one would think twice to look 
at the rock because of its basic outer 
shell but when it is cracked open you 
can see the true beauty it possesses 
within,” Hansler said. “People will 
pass this rock day after day and never 
realize the beauty beneath its outer 
shell because all they can see is a basic 
rock.” 

Riley manages to maintain this phi- 
losophy in each of his artifacts through 
the binding of metal works and other 
scrap materials. His art challenges 
viewers to reconsider what is valuable 
to them through his use of unconven- 
tional materials.
